. RUPERT — Doug Grant and his sons Chip and Duane 
are better than average farmers. The past two years 
their potatoes have won top ratings from J.R. Simplot 
Co. 

But throe years ago, their spud crop was a disaster. So 
bad, in fact, that for the first time the Grants were un- 
atne to pay their bills. They almost lost their farm — 
thanks largely to the institution rcspon-siblc for ensuring 
the crop got off to a good start: the Idaho Crop Improve- 
ment Association. 


^ In 1985, the Grants decided to expand their commer- 
cial potato operation. They wanted the best, purest seed 
a’vTiilnblc, so they bought virus-tc.sted "Foundation level" 
potato seed certified by the ICIA. But the seed they got 
was bad, infested with bacterial ring rot and Potato 
-Virus-X — two-discases-thc-association-waH-pHid-to-tesl- 
for and to guarantee the absence of in the seed. 

The association not only failed in this state-appointed 
duty, it deliberately hid the fact from potato seed buy-

Jurors found that the ICIA was grossly-ncgligcnt in 
misrepresenting the quality of the seed the Grants pur- 
chased. Their decision against the ICIA was bused on

The 40 percent to 50 percent levels of quality-crippling 
ring rot present in the Grants' potatoes should have been 
- detected under the ICIA's normal inspection procedures.

WASHINGTON - The $170.3 billion trade 
deficit the United Stalc.s suffered Inst year 
cost the country 5.1 million jobs in manufac- 
turing and a.ssociated services, according to a 
study released Saturday by a lobor-backed 
nrscfBfeh insRlUle. 

The Economic Policy Institute souj^t to de- 
termine how many jobs would have been ere- 
, nted if thcj’Ccordiradc.ddidLJiaAbccn cnm-. 
plctcly eliminated and imports and exports

The report cimcludcd that 5.1 million jobs 
had been lost because trade was not in bal- 
ance, with 3.1 millibh of those jobs in manu- 
facturing and the other 2 million in ^elated in- 
dustries, such os busiocss services. 

The study said the job losses had been 
spreal ovcnly.around the country with 1.-15” 
million in the Wc.st, 1,38 million in the Mid- 
west; 1.29 million in the Northeast and l.W

For more than 
an hour we di8cu.s.sed Soviet foreign 
policy in general and especially U.S.- 
Soviet relations — past^re.sent and 
future — as well as So\ict internal 
developments. As always, ho cx- 
prps.sed full and enthusiastic.support 
for Gorbachev, 

There was not tho .slightest hint in 
Dobrynin's demeanor, or in anything 
he said, that indicated he knew he 
was going to be fired the next day. On 
the contrary, it seems dear that leav- 
ing his post was the furthest thing 
from his mind. 

Nearly everyone in Mo.scow expect- 
ed Andrei A. Gromyko’s retirement 
as chairman of the presidium of the

for Gorbachev to take tho job, Butev- 
eryone to whom 1 talked after the 
Central Committee plenum ex- 
pressed astonishment and bafllcmcnL 
about Dobrynin. Wholly a.side from 
tho harsh way his di.smis.sal was ac- 
compliiihccl, tho que.stion posed by ev- 
erybody was:

Dobrynin was a strong supporter 
of Gorbachev, who had appointed him 
to his Central Committee position in 
the first place.

Rcjsman's organization^Iatc lost month is.sued a report calling on the 
federal and state governments to ploy a greater role in working with 
businesses to increase child care efforts. 

The number of companies providing some form of child core has in- 
creased from 110 ta 3,500 in the post decode, according to the study, 
but that still accounts for just six in 10,000 businesses.

HAltiF.Y — The Blaine County Commis- 
sioners have agreed to look into acquiring a 
Iwo-milo stretch of right-of-way on an aban- 
doned Union Padfic rail line to possibly cre- 
ate a nature trail, 

But * legal question of who has rights to 
the fond may have to be settled first 

The county can obtain the fond at no cost 
by usng it as transportation corridor, County 
Commisaioiur Alan Reynolds said. If- the 
county-docs not acquire the land-fronuthc 
state, it could revert back to the adjacent 
property owners since the land is '.'grant" 
.land— land given to the UP from the federal 
government when the lino was built. 


Hailey resident Roger Lampman last week 
osked the county commissioners in a packed 
room to seek ownership of the lond from the 
state. The two-mile stretch is 200 feel wide . 
and runs from Gannett south to Highway 20. 

Lampman asked the, commissioners to ac- 
quire the 'fond to provide public acccss -to a 
scenic oroa rich in wildlife. He said it would 
also provide access for fishermen in an area 
which has been encroached upon by landown- 
ers fencing off access to Loving Creek, a trib- 
utary of world famous Silver Creek. 

ARer hearing public comments, both pro and 
con, Reynolds turned thc-matter oyer to the 
Blaine County Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion for a thorough review and recommendation. 

Lompmon hod approached the commission in 
May requesting this stretdi of right-of-way be 


saved. In the interim, he collected 250 petition 
signatures and the support of the Blaine County 
Rwrention District, the Idaho Department of 
Fish and Game and local residents. 

A number of adjacent landowners, howev- 
cr, object to the idea. 

Resident Bud Purdy said the arca.should 
remoin agricultural in nature and additional 
recreational usage should not be forced on 
property owners. 

"The minute you open up a bike path, it's a 
good place for old-Rover," said property owner 
Dean Rogers Jr. adding lh_n.t motorcycles ond 
snow mnchine.s would use the ncce.ss, ond 
dogs would harass wildlife and cows by chas- 
ing them on privotc property. 

Some were also concerned alwut vandal- 
i.sm. littering and people trespassing off the 


right-of-way by hunting on private property. 

Properly owner Bill McMahon said he has... 
owned land in the area for I-l years and ha.s 
always provided a place for people to hunt on 
his property. However, he said it is a violation 
according to Idalio law to shoot over prii-ate* 
property. "Tb moke an is.siie. every time tins 
happens, they (hunters) will he proseailod,' 
McMahon womed. 

Fish .and Game conservation officer Paul 
Valcnrce defended the public's right to navss 
the area, saying the Fish imd CJame" own.s 
tlireo-qunrters of a-mile of prpporty at the 
Hay.spur Hatchery and campground which is 
adjacent to tlie nghl-of-way. "We would like 
to keep it a.s a natural habitat." 

The matter is not ns clear-cut as it ap- 
pears, partly because of uncertainty over who 


would hove rights to the. land if the county 

.decides.not to acquire. 

If the land had been deeded to the railroad 
years ago. it would revert back to adjacent 
landowners if abandoned. 

Bill much of^Uiis land is grant land — land 
that the U.S. goverpment gavq to the rail- 
road years ago. It is unclear who has "rights" 
to the land now that it is abandoned. - 
Mary Austin Crofts, Blaine County Recre- 
ation District director, said recent discussions 
with state offidars indicated the state in not .

(juickly. Rather, the state is waiting to see the 
results of legal proceedings in other states to 
csUihlish precedence in the matter.

"Butterfly, " the stoi 7 of what Publish- 
ers Weekly calls "a unique Beverly 
Hills, brothel," where respectable

male "companions." Villard, the New 
York publisher, launched the book 
with a 50,000-copy first-run printing 
and_a_S76.000_pniiiiatioa_budgct, 
generous numbers that usually re- 
flect the formula for a best seller. 

Geared to what her agent, Harvey 
Klinger, calls a "'middle-Amcrican" 
marketplace of "blue-haired ladies,' 
Wood’s 1 1 works of fiction range from 


mystery romances- to- historical 
thrillers. Because Wood, 41 , is a for- 
mer surgical technician, most of the 

books hayc_mpdical_themc8, 

In 'Butterfly,' Wood said in a tele- 
phone interview, 'I actually use the 
word nipple. It made me feel real 
strange.' 

Although she finished the book in 
just lO-wccks, she tried writing it os 
Barbara Wood and 'blushed doing it," 
Her nom dc plume came from a com- 
bination of the names of her editor, 
Kate Medina, and her agent. 

Tbe book's too dirty to have my 


name on it," added Wood, whose hus- 
band is chairman of the local Big 
Brothers organixation. She worried 
-that "the. sweet little pld.ladieal.who 
read Barbara Wood's novels "would- 
n’t like to think I write that kind of 
novel." 

Wood’s dual identity might have 
gone unnoticed had not "USA Ibday:

Despite drought, record 
yields expected in Idaho 


BOISE (AP) — Producers of some 
of Idaho's major cash crops weath- 
ered their second straight year of 
drou||hl in relatively go^ shape to 
take advantage of market prices 
pushed upward by the water short- 
age throughout much of the nation, 
the government reported. 

— Near-rocords yields are forecast for- 
wheat, alfalfa hay and sugarbccts 
while per-aci% production of barley 
nnd beans was also rated good, ac- 
cording to the Agriculture, Depart- 
ment’s latcstrcrnp outlook. 

Based on Oct. 1 assessments, the 
average yield for the 1988 wheat crop 
will be nearly 65 bushels an acre, the 
third best ever although 10 bushels 
lower than last year's record of 75 
bushels. . 

Tbtal production will be oIT signifi- 
cantly at 74.5 million bushels, pri- 
marily due to a harvest on the second 
lowe.st acreage in 15 years ns gn»w-- 
ers enrolled massive amounts of land 
in government idling programs; This 
year’s wheat output will bo 11 mil- 
lion bushels below 1987.- , 

But the government said only 
70,000 planted acres wore not liar-

A computer virus is a renegade program that attaches 
itself to other programs and duplicates itself. It can carry 
' commands to alter or destroy data, often at a later date. 
It is spread by sharing diskettes, downloading free soft- 
ware from •computer bulletin boards m telephone lines 
and through other types of computer networks. 

Earlier this year, several simple but dangerous viruses 
made the rounds of college campuses and there have 
been a num'bcr of cases of outbreaks in corporations. 

There was even a case last March in which a virus 
spread to a commercial software product titled Free- 
Hand, from Aldus Cbip; - . - .

' But despite its incfTcctivcncss as computer sabotage, 
this virus had a bigger impact than many more damag- 
ing ones: It made congressmen iiwofe that the threat to 
busine.ss and government po-sed by computer vandals is 
more than media hype. 

The result is tho Computer Virus Eradication Act of 
1988, recently introduced by Rep. Wally Hcrgcr, R-Calif.
